“Athletics is not only win-loss records, statistics, the 
boring triviality of press copy and it is not only the use 
of physical strength and skill. In true competitivity, 
athletics is the unknown quantity of people; the di- 
verse sum of their emotions, opinions, the intense 
stress of body, mind and soul, and the strengths and 
weaknesses contained therein. The very nature of 
sports demand that one love a winner and loathe a 
loser. Of course, winning and losing are arbitrary 
terms, depending on an individual’s own inter- 
pretation. If one went solely by win-loss records, he 
could see that for whatever unknown reason, Enloe 
athletic teams have a clear tradition of losing more 
than they win. In the first decade of the school’s exis- 
tence Enloe athletic teams have, for the most part, 
been entirely losers. But not everyone is a loser. Made 
all the more precious by its difficult attainment, win- 
ning is an individual thing, a more permanent victory 
of self. Enloe athletic teams have had another me- 
diocre year from the standpoint of outpointing their 
opponents but they certainly can not be called losers 
in the true sense of the word.” 


“The strength of any football team is dependent on the 
line up front. We had some good links but we also had 
weak links that you just can’t cover up. We had prac- 
tically no passing attack at all, and a good mixture of 
the pass and the run is very necessary. They were 
waiting for us every time, because they knew we’d run. 
Some individuals were born winners and they paid the 
price in blood and tears, but some wouldn't. Next year 
we have seven young men returning and we plan to go 
with the young player. Every position will be wide 
open. I don’t know if losing is a tradition here, but En- 
loe’s record speaks for itself. There is a great lack of 
participation in all our sports. That is the key; the more 
participation, the sounder the program.”

This year the program suffered 
one of its worst seasons, winning approximately 30% of all games played and winning no confer- 
ence games during the entire regular season. Beset by personnel problems from the outset, the 
Eagles lost each of four games by only two points. The team showed good potential throughout the 
season, playing much better than their record would indicate, but the players never developed a 
true team cohesiveness to win together. Some of the Seniors commented on the season: 


“There was a definite lack of team unity; more so than on any team I’ve ever played. . . You could 
feel the lack of a team effort and even more of a lack of morale; some of the people weren't shown 
enough attention and they didn’t feel like they were helping the team any. . .I don't know. I don't 
know what was the matter; maybe all the other teams were just that much better than us; it’s hard 
to say. . . Our practices were dull with no enthusiasm and you win the games in practice. Then 
every night we went out there and everybody was looking out for himself.” 


“I can’t complain about the individuals playing; they gave it almost all they had, all the time. A few 
good bounces and we could have had a 500 year. I couldn't believe the way the breaks went, and 
then again our inexperience and inconsistent shooting hurt us tremendously. No one on the junior 
varsity team last year played on the varsity this year. Now you don't know from one year to another 
what personnel you are going to have to work with. What are you going to do?”
